Mr. ErUr o pan ad ch« conversation bjj saying that ha has baan surprised by tha 
storias in tha aaerican and Carman papers ragardlng tha allagad asm-lean proposals 
to aaka concessions to tha Soviets on Barlln and Geraany. Ha had understood froa 
tha Canaan Foreign Ministar that tha Caraan Covernaent waa "Vary satiafiad with 
tha American position." lafora ha laft Germany it had baan agraad that thara was 
no naad to have a foreign policy dahata in tha Caraan Bundestag aa tha proposed 
•aericaj) course was in accordanca with Germany's intantions and alas. In view af 
thls&fr. Irlar van tad tffi ask Mr. Kohlar what ha, Hr. Kohlar, thought had happanad 
whlchhad laad to this nav ealabratad "leak" in Bonn about these allege! American 
plana. 

Mr. Kohlar aald that our information saaaad to indicata that thara had baan 
"revolt in tha CDO" although «a did not know pracisaly what had triggarad this 
revolt. Thara vas^as Mr. Irlar knawS'nothing aew la our proposals. Va had given 
tha Oeraans a copy eftbe working paper which «a had handad tha Russians sis waaks 
previously in Geneva. All wa had baan proposing to do waa to revise this working 
papar la tha light of tha Geneva talks to taka account af tha language, but not 
tha eubstence, af Russian proposals. Therefore, wa wara surprised and saaawhat 
diatrasaad to road that alaaaata of tha Caraan Government wara unhappy with this 
proposad Of approach and wara intiaating that tha M waa praparad to aaka coo- 
caaslons on BarlltTand Germany to tha Soviets. This was particularly distressing 
baeausa not ooiy had no /;onceea4ojns.been. aada.on ait bar side, but alao bacausa 
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th« essential element in er.y VS'dilfburioti'bn' Ber7in*ind* Ceraixy* Vffh tha Soviets 
would be the positions of th« German Government *r»d German public opinion. The 
basic Anerican policy toward Ceraary is tha adherence of Germany to th« Western 
Community and its integration into Western Saropa. hrltn is only part of this 
larger policy. 

— *.-r-: Mr. Crlar said that/ one source of the German misgivings aight be tha question 
of tba International Access Authority. Ha blase If bad two questions ; tha first on 
tha competence of tha Authority, and tha sacond on the composition of it. Ha re- 
cognised that German ground and water access to Berlin vas aljsost exclusively under 
Communist control and that obviously there would have to be some concession as an 
inducement to tha Communists to place this control under an international authority. 
It was In the air that ha had misgivings about the coapatenee. If It referred only 
to safety, this, of course, could be taken care of. If it referred to inspection 
and control of tha people and goods moving by air, this would *eea to be dangerous. 
He was not clear about the question of allitary transport, which, if controlled by 
an international Access authority, would eaea to b« subject to a dlaunltion of the 
Occupation status which had bean in affect since 1945. 

i?r3- On the composition of the board, £Kr. Krler thought^it might be better if the 
Geraans, both East and West (including East and West Berlin) be consultants or 
holders of alnor rights rather than be raised to tha saaa level as, for instance, 
tha On i tad States. The placing of tha GDR on tha »aae level as the OS would be 
a great victory for the Ulbricht ragiae. 

Mr. Kohler said before he went into detail, ha wished to state the problem. 
The US is prepared to go to war over Berlin or over free access thereto. It is 
not prepared to go to war over Baat Berlin, Bast Germany or tha Oder-Nelsse line. 
We are not altogether sure whan it coaes to tha moment that tha OS does go to 
war over West Berlin or access, that our allies wij.1 be with us. Be. would ask, in 
j-if-4- All seriousness, if tha Germans would be with usTJTMr. Erler rar'ied,-dln a war 
over West Berlin thare would be no doubt about thfif^ Mr. Cohler went'on to ex- 
plain tha extraordinary military measures the US had taken because of Berlin and 
tha disruption which theae had caws ad in the lives of many American citizens. He 
aaid that tha President, having done these, now la under an obligation to try 
every maana to find a peaceful solution. In tba ward* of Churchill, "W« arm to 
parley." In this regard, our policy was different from that of General oaGaulla 
who would do nothing, but who is only allowed tha luxury of that because of the 
OS strength, 

Mr. Kohlar than said we had been talking now to tha Soviets for some months. 
We had first triad a broad approach in tha original Ruak-Groayko talks. Than, In 
tha Thompson- Or oayk© talks, wa had narrowed tha conversations to access. Then, at 
Geneva, we had attempted to broaden thaa again. Tha results of these talks can 
bast be sean an thrae planes. Tha first plana is that there can be no permanent 
settlement or solution of the German and Berlin problems without reunification. 
This unacceptable to tb*.&n<l«ts wha.waat us. out ot^ Baslla.and who wish to confira 
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th« partition of Garaaxy. If ve are not going to war to sffect ths reunification 
of Garmany, there is In tha l w » d Ut« future no possibility that prog-ant can be 
made or. this plar.a. 

Tha second plana 1* that of tha "fact*." Tc tha Kussians tbara ara two facta; 
one la tha existence of tha Soviet tone of occupation (callad tha CD*) with 20 di- 
visions of Soviat troopa and six division* of CE& troops. Tha sacond fact is that 
East Bar I in and Its inclusion in tha GDR ara not considered by tha Sovlats as ne- 
gotiabla subjacts. On our side, tha facts ara that wa ara In Wast Bar 1 in and that 
we proposa to stay thara and that va will not have our accass tc it blocked. 

Tha third plana tharafora bacoaies tha accaptanca by both sidas of thasa vital 
facts and an agreement to disagree. Mr. Kohlar than explained In detail the American 
rationale of the working paper which wa had given Groayko which was ln^effect a 
plan by wjb>ch wa agreed to disagree. During tha explanation of this^JKr. Erler 
noted hls/compiete agreement with tha idea of joint technical ccaulsstlons of East 
and Vast Berlin. He also indicated understanding of tha US position on non-transfer 
of nuclear weapons which ha recognised as an American policy of long- standing. 
Further, he ea— sntad that tha concept of a non- aggress ion pact and non-use of force 
to change the present demarcation lines of Germany were "old hat" and something 
that tha Federal Canaan Government had dona essential ly already. Ha also noted 
that tha concept of a continuing f orusi far discussing German proposals was actually 
included in tha 1958 resolution of the Bundestag . 

Mr. Kohlar than want on to cessment on tha International Access Authority. Be 
said wa view It as an operating authority which would be run by a general manager, 
possibly a Swede. We envisioned that this IAA would operate much as the Port of 
N«w York Authority does. Mr. Erler askedjif the Authority which operates on the 
autobahn tha same way as the Port of Mev*Tork authority operates en tha Holland 
Tunnel i .§.. , admitting any one who pays tha tolls and meats the safety regulations. 
Mr. Kohlar said that this obviously would be our first position but that we were 
not e«*f«ine about obtaining it. At Ganeva, tha Russians had suggested that West 
Berlin authorities could determine who used tha access routes of tha Authority. 
This seamed worth discussing. Ha also commented that tha concept of tha 1AA was 
•bviously attractive at least in name aa tha Sovlats had attempted to use it for 
thair proposal which waa, however, not a true international authority but only a 
court of appeals. 

Mr. Briar than said ha wanted to comment on Mr. Kohlar' s explanation of the 
proposed modus vivendi . Ha said ha regretted the German leak because it gave the 
Sovlats tha idaa they could manipulate tha allies. Ha also wished to make claar 
that ha believed that tha OS could be relied upon to defend Berlin. Ha would ask, 
however, if this proposal would not allow for "the creation of aaw facts'* In that 
it seamed to accept tha division of Berlin and tha Wall. Mr. Kohlar said that
